backed by new and emphatic 
support from President Eisen- 
hower, appeared headed toward 
a showdown vote in the com- 
mittee. 


Bolstered By President. 


Strong support from the Pres- 
ident, plus reported last-minute 
changes in the Dixon-Yates pro- 
posal, dimmed Democrats’ hopes 
that they could delay the effec- 
tive date of the contract until 
after the new Democratic Con- 
gress convenes in January. 

AEC Confirms Signing. 

The Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion confirmed this aftérnoon 
that the contract had been 
signed agd released the text of 
an accompanying “interpretive 
memorandum.” ' 

‘ All four members of the AEC 
supported the contract, the AEC 
announced. 

The AEC said three members 
who attended a meeting yester- 
day voted for approval of the 
contract—Chairman Lewis. L. 
Strauss and Commissioners 
Thomas E, Murray ahd Joseph 
Campbel 

“Commissioner (Willard F.) 
Libby, who was not in Wash- 
ington, indicated prior to his 
departure that he was in favor 
of approval,” the AEC said. 

Murray earlier had objected 
violently to the contract. He 
abstairied from voting on a draft 
of the document last Oct. 5, 
and Strauss and Campbell con- 
stituted the necessary majority 
only after Libby left the room. 

The contract was signed for 
the commission by R. W, Cook, 
acting assistant general mana- 
ger for manufacturing, and ap- 
proved by General Manager 
K. D. Nichols. 

Edgar H. Dixon signed for 
the Dixon-Yates group as presi- 
dent of the Mississippi Valley 
Generating Corp., a new firm 
organized to undertake the con- 
tract. 

The document provides for 
payment of about $500,000,000 
to the Dixon-Yates private utili- 
ty group for construction and 


operation of a $107,250,000/): 


steam-electric generating plant 
at West Memphis, Tenn. 

The plant would be required 
to supply up to 600,000 kilowatts 
of electric power to the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority as “re- 
placement”. for power now sold 
by TVA to the AEC for use in 
its atomic plant at Paducah, Ky.

Suggests to U.S. and 
British Envoys That 


Effort Be Made to Pre- 
vent Minor Issues 
' From Enlarging.

.WASHINGTON, Nov. 11 (AP) 
~-Soviet Premier’ Malenkov has 
suggested to the United States 
and British Ambassadors in 
Moscow that the three great 
powers should try to improve 
relations among themselves by 
means of practical diplomacy. 

_Malenkov talked with United 
States Ambassador .Charles E. 
Bohlen and Britian’s Sir Wil- 
liam Hayter for half an hour 
following a banquet in the 
Kremlin Sunday night. The 
party celebrated the _ thirty- 
séventh anniversary of the Bol- 
sbhevik revolution. 

‘Bohlen sent a full report on 
his conversation to the State 
Department for the considera- 
tion of Secretary Dulles and 
President Eisenhower. 

‘The State Department today 
Was drafting a new note to 
Russia on the shooting down of 
a United States Air Force plane, 
hoping to find out whether the 
Soviets would seriously like to 
avoid such incidents in the fu- 
tore. 

Lack of Belligerency. 

An unusual absence of bellig- 
erency appears to mark the at- 
titude of both the American and 
Soviet governments, despite 
their opposing versions of last 
Stunday’s Far Eastern incident, 
which cost the life of one Amer- 
ican airman. 

It was learned that Malenkov, 
in his talk with Bohlen: 

1. Suggested that the Ameri- 
can, British and Soviet Govern- 
ments should try to deal with 
problems that come up to pre- 
vent relafively minor issues 
from becoming major issues. 

2. Advocated maximum use of 
the normal processes of diplo- 
macy for handling such prob- 
lems in order to smooth out 
East-West relations. 

3. Adopted a cordial and 
friendly tone toward the two 
Western diplomats.

Avery strongly criticized meth- 
ods by which non-managenient 
people can gain eontrol of com- 
panies through stock purchases 
and Barr suggested there should 
be a congressional investigation 
of such methods.

Practical Measures. 

Diplomatic officials rejected 
the Russian claim that the at- 
tacks on American planes result 
from flights over Soviet terri- 
tory. But they were studying 
with considerable interest Rus- 
sia’s. proposal, however one- 
sided, that something be done 
about the situation. 

Just what practical steps 
could be taken, authorities said, 
is difficult to foresee just now 
unless the Soviets are willing to 
give rigid instructions 
strain trigger-quick pilots from 
firing on American aircraft.

peace talks in Geneva last 
spring. At that time, the U.N. 
allies insisted the U.N. should 
do the supervising and the Com- 
munists insisted it should not. 
The Korean allies in the 
U.LN., including the United 
States, are reported in agree- 
ment now on a formula which 
states only that elections should 
be held under “appropriate 
auspices.” — 
In Seoul, diplomatic sources 
said the Allies had in mind a 
supervising commissién similar 
to that set up in indochina. It 
would include, South Korea, a 
Communist nation and a neu- 
tral. : 

Rhee Opposed. 
Commenting on the reported 
plan, South Korean President 
Syngman Rhee said his people 
want “no foreign government or 
foreign nationals” involved in 
the election. 

Other South Korean leaders 
also opposed the plan. 

“Any clear-minded person 
will know such a proposal is 
absurd. We would rather die 
before the Communist armed 
forces than accept such a plan.” 

At a private meeting at U. N. 
headquarters Tuesday, South Ko- 
rean Ambassador You Chan 
Yang protested that the new 
proposal represented a drastic 
change of position which would 
take the Korean problem out of 
the hands of the U.N. 

Although the United States 
had taken the position at Ge- 
neva that any Korean settlement 
must be supervised by the U.N., 
informed quarters said the Unit- 
ed States representative at Tues- 
day’s meeting, James J. Wads- 
worth, agreed “reluctantly” to 
the new formula. 

Change in Language. 

Wadsworth was understood to 
have tried to persuade the Ko- 
rean ambassador that the change 
was merely in language and that 
it did not represent any shift 
in position. 

The compromise plan was ad- 
vanced by Canada and Britain 
some time ago and finally was 
accepted by the other 13 U.N. 
allies who took part in the Ge- 
neva conference. It will be 
made public within a few days 
when the 15 nations circulate 
their report to the U.N. General 
Assembly. 

The Korean problem will be 
taken up by the Assembly’s Po- 
litical Committee later this 
month. 

The backers of the compro- 
mise hope it may give the Com- 
munists a face-saving device to 
sidestep the question of U.N.

Estimates Saving. 
Brownell estimated the Gov- 
ernment can save $1,300,000 a 
year by closing the special de- 
tention facilities at the major 
ports. 

Brownell’s address was to be 
given first at Ebbets Field in 
Brooklyn, where 6000 became 
citizens, and later at the Polo 
Grounds, where 7500 other aliens 
waited to take the oath of alle- 
giance. 

Among other cities holding

Question of Amendments. 
The question of amendments 
to the positively worded resolu- 
tion recommending censure, 
submitted by the Watkins com- 
mittee, was raised by Senator 
Everett M: Dirksen (Rep.), Illi- 
nois, who is regarded as McCar- 
thy’s “floor manager’ in the 
fight to discredit and kill the 
Watkins committee’s findings 
against the junior Senator from 
Wisconsin. 

The Capehart proposal, if it 
is submitted to the Senate, 
would serve the pro-McCarthy 
strategists on two counts, in 
the opinion of observers here. 
First, even if it were rejected, 
it probably would result in add- 
ing to the turmoil which is 
preventing the Senate from an 
orderly appraisal of the Watkins 
committee’s report against Mc- 


Carthy. 

Second, in the event the 
Capehart move succeeds, it 
would relieve the Republican 
Senate Majority of the respon- 
sibility for conducting the Mc- 
Carthy “trial.” On the basis of 
recent election returns, Dem- 
ocrats will control the Senate 
in the next session. 

Would Require New Action. 
The proposed Capehart action 
would entail an entire new action 
on the McCarthy censure matter. 
The current resolution calling 
for condemnation of McCarthy’s 
conduct, as well as the Watkins 
committee report in support of 
the resolution, will expire with 
the present Congress at midnight 
Dec. 24. 

McCarthy today disclaimed any 
knowledge of reported moves to 
delay or sidetrack a vote on the 
censure resolution. He said that 
he expected to know more about 
how his defense is faring “in 
about three weeks.” 

He professed also to know 
nothing of reported efforts of 
Dirksen and Senator H. Styles 
Bridges (Rep.), New Hampshire, 
another stfong McCarthy advo- 
cate, to draft a substitute reso- 
lution for the Watkins docu- 
ment which would virtually wash 
out its intended meaning and 
let McCarthy off with a sena- 
torial slap on the wrist offset 
with praise for service to his 
country in the field of fer- 
reting out subversion. 
Ferguson Predicts Substitute. 
Senator Homer Ferguson, re- 
cently defeated for re-election 
as Senator from Michigan, who 
is chairman of the powerful Re- 
publican Policy Committee, pre- 
dicted that a substitute for the 
Watkins resolution would be in- 
troduced. 

At the same time, however, 
McCarthy, through his conten- 
tious behavior toward his critics, 
who include some of the Sen- 
ate’s most respected members, 
was regarded by observers as 
making it more difficuk for his 
supporters to obtain a compro- 
mise. 

McCarthy was warned, in ef- 
fect, by a Republican colleague 
yesterday that his attacks on 
the Watkins committee may be 
proving to the Senate and the 
nation that the committee's 
findings against him are true.

He had 
described one of the subcom- 
mittee members, Senator Rob- 
ert C. Hendrickson (Rep.), New 
Jersey, as a “living miracle 
without brains or guts” and had 
called the committee, itself, 
“dishonest” and “pickpockets.” 

McCarthy’s clash with Case 
followed by a few hours a sim- 
ilar engagement with Senator 
Arthur V. Watkins (Rep.), Utah, 
who was chairman of the cen- 
sure committee. Watkins made 
no direct reference to Mc- 
Carthy’s linking the committee’s 
action to Communist party aims 
but he made it clear he had the 
Wisconsin Senator’s statement 
in mind when he said in the

Inserts Statement in Record.

which he portrayed himself as 
a symbol of martyrdom in the 
cause of fighting subversion, and 
attributed his troubles, includ- 
ing the Watkins committee rec- 
ommendation, to Communist 
party policy having prevailed. 

McCarthy, in releasing the 
text of the statement, said. he 
would deliver it on the floor 
‘yesterday. But he consumed 
most of the day interrogating 
Watkins and Case, announcing 
just: a few minutes before ad- 
journment that he would not 
have time to deliver it. Case 
did not object to the statement 
going into the record but he 
did express his views on its con- 
tents. 

Senator William FE, Langer 
(Rep.), North Dakota, blocked 
insertion of the McCarthy state- 
ment as a “speech,” asserting 
that if McCarthy wanted the 
record to show that he had made 
a speech he would have to stand 
on the floor of the Senate and 
deliver it.. The McCarthy docu- 
ment then was accepted for in- 
sertion as a statement. 


Likes McCarthy Personally. 


Case earlier had informed the 
Senate that he personally“liked” 
McCarthy and w@egappreciative 
of the bitterness of attacks which 
McCarthy or any other chairman 
of a committee dealing with sub- 
version had to put up with. 

McCarthy replied to this ges- 
ture with the statement that he

rights.” 

Calls for Justice. 

Another speaker; Senator Wal- 
lace F. Bennett (Rep.), Utah, 
took no stand on -the censure 
resolution, but he urged the 
Senate to “seek justice rather 
than revenge or. vindication” or 
“a scapegoat on whose heads we 
can pile all of our sins.” 

He appealed for prompt action 
on the issue to prevent further 
loss of dignity to the Senate. 

Under the two-count censure 
resolution submitted by the 
Watkins committee, McCarthy 
would be condemned for ob- 
structing and abusing the Sen- 
ate elections subcommittee, once 
headed by Senator Thomas C. 
Hennings Jr. (Dem.), Missouri, 
which investigated him in 1951 
and 1952 and for having intem- 
perately “abused Gen. Ralph 
W. Zwicker. when questioning 
him at a McCarthy investigating 
subcommittee hearing last Feb- 


ruary. 

Case raised the question of 
whether a two-thirds vote might 
be required for censure of Mc- 
Carthy for his attitude toward 
the committee of a previous 
Congress.

Five-year-old Joseph Hoor- 
mann, a kindergarten pupil at 
Sacred Heart Catholic School 
in Florissant, had a holiday to- 
day to rest up from his experi- 
ence yesterday when he became 
lost while trying to make his 
way home’ from the _ school 
alone. About 200 persons took 
part in'the seven-hour search 
for him.

Text of Letter 
By Eisenhower

The text of a letter from 
President Eisenhower to Rep-

EAR STUB: 
On several occasions you 
and I have discussed the Ad- 
ministration plan to relieve TVA 
of part of its obligation to fur- 
nish electric power to AEC in 
order that TVA, without addi-| 
tional steam plants built at tax- 
payers’ expense, may have an 
adequate supply of electric

ota for its customers through 


My general thinking on the 
subject is this: It seems to 
me that all arguments for the 
construction by the Federal 
Government of the additional 
steam plants ignore this one 
and very important truth: If 
the Federal Government as- 
sumes responsibility in per- 
petuity for providing the TVA 
area with all the power it can 
accept, generated by any 
means whatsoever, it has a 
similar responsibility with re- 
spect to every other area and 
region and corner of the | 
United States of America. 


Logically, every section of 
the United States should 
have the same opportunities, 
and the Federal Government 
should not discriminate be- 
tween the several regions in 
helping to provide this type 
of facility. My own convic- 
tion is that we have not been 
alert enough in making cer- 
tain of this equality of treat- 
ment. If. this is the case, 
then it is high time that other 
regions were getting the same 
opportunities. 


I cannot believe that Amer- 
icans, in general, disapprove of 
attempting to place all regions 
on a basis of equality in this 
regard. Consequently, there 
must either be some re-exami- 
nation of any plans which would 
call for the Federal Government 
to supply all the additional 
power capacity that might be 
needed in the future in the 
Tennessee Valley, or logically 
we would have to begin plans 
for a gigantic power develop- 
ment to cover the entire nation 
equitably. 

Designed to Gain Time. 


The directive to the AEC to 


| chase of private power—either 
| directly or by finding a new 


able TVA power—was designed 
to allow time for a thorough 
examination of this whole vast 
field, without hurting the citi- 
zens of the valley. 
As a consequence of these 
facts, I believe that the project 
for building new plants at feder- 
al expense—implying a purpose 
of continuing this process indefi- 
nitely in the future—is therefore 
wholly indefensible unless it 
should become part of a vast 
national plan. If this is to be 
national policy, it is most cer- 
tainly a project that demands 
earnest and prayerful study. In 
the meantime, the citizens of 
that region will not be deprived 
of the additional power they 
need for the next several years. 
It seems to me that there 
has been a very great deal of 
talk and argument—much of it 
partisan—about issues that are 
really clear and simple. 


No Intent to Hurt TVA. 


No one in this Administration 
has any intention of destroying 
or damaging TVA or of dimin- 
ishing its effectiveness in any 
way. But this is not the same 
thing as fastening on the Fed- 
eral Government a continuing 
and never-ending responsibility 
which I frankly do not believe 
is logical nor, in the long run, 
in the best interests of the coun- 
try. 

The Administration plan, 
and all facts concerning its 
development, have been before 
the public for months. I hope 
that the Joint Atomic Energy 
Committee will give the plan, 
and the proposed gpntract to 
carry it into effect, the fullest 
consideration that the com- 
mittee deems necessary. If, 
however, after such considera- 
tion, the committee is of the 
opinion that the final contract 
terms are completely satisfac- 
tory, it would be clearly desir- 
able and in the best interests 
of the people of the TVA area 
that any additional waiting 
periods be waived, so that con- 
struction may begin as soon as 
possible and people in the 
TVA area may make their 
plans for the future.

Second Man Picked Up. 


The letters, signed “All-a 
Hodhevauhe” and _ displaying 
strong religious bias, said Shep- 
pard was the victim of a plot to 
railroad him into the electric 
chair. Judge Blythin has empha- 
sized that the Sheppard family 
had nothing to do with them. 

Mrs. Esther Houk, wife of 
Mayor J. Spencer Houk of sub- 
urban Bay Village, where the 
killing occurred, testified yester- 
day that Dr. Sheppard knew a 
head injury “was the hardest to 
evaluate.” 


Dr. Sheppard claims he suf- 
fered neck and head injuries 
while struggling with his wife’s 
mysterious killer. The state, 
however, says whatever injuries 
he received that night were 
trivial. 

The witness, appearing for the 
state, said her sister was in an 
automobile accident last spring 


and her insurance did not com-|. 


pletely cover the car’s damage. 
The sister was not hurt. 

Mrs. Houk said she discussed 
the situation with Dr. Sheppard, 
a family. friend. 

“Did he participate in a con- 
versation the subject of which

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jury?” Assistant County Prose- 
cutor Saul Danaceau inquired. 

“He said that, as a doctor, he 
knew a head injury was the 
hardest to evaluate,” Mrs. Houk 
said. “It pertained to the insur- 
ance in the case of an accident, 
and where there was no obvious 
injury, a head inj -could be 
easily claimed as far \jas the in- 
surance was concern 

Mrs. Houk, a thin-faced, nerv- 
ous witness, testified that Shep- 
pard and his wife quarreled oc- 
casionally—about cars he bought 
and about a dishwasher she in- 
stalled when he was out of town. 

She was followed to the wit- 
ness stand by Patrolman Fred F. 
Drenkhan, one of the village’s 
seven-member police force. He 
was the first policeman on the 
scene of the murder. 


Passed House Several Times. 


The United Press pointed out 
that Drenkhan passed the Shep- 
pard house five or six tities in 
the early hours of July : before 
being summoned there on a call 
of homicide. 


(One piece of vital evidence 
was confirmed by Drenkhan 
when he examined a picture of 
Sheppard's jacket as it lay neat- 
ly folded on a couch in the 
Sheppard living room. He said 
the jacket in the picture was in 
the same position ‘as he had 
seen it a few minutes after he 
received reports of the murder. 
(Prosecution witnesses testi- 
‘fied that Dr. Sheppard was 
wearing the jacket over a 
T-shirt when he fell asleep on 
the couch a few hours before 
the murder. The T-shirt has 
been missing since the murder. 

(Drenkhan said also he saw 
no one on foot in the vicinity 
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of the Sheppard home on the 
morning of the murder.)

“About three of every five 
Negroes in this age classifica- 
tion work in the six top rank- 
ing occupational categories, as 
contrasted with an over-all aver- 
age of less than three of eight 
within the same categories for 
the older groups.. 


“Qualifying these gains are 
data which show that the young- 
er Negro is the most vulner- 
able te a decline in the level of 
employment. The Negro un- 
employment rate of 15 per cent 
was over two and ane-half times 
the white rate.” 


The survey data suggest that 
the non-white is considerably un- 
deremployed, whether the basis 
for evaluation be either educa- 
tional attainment of specific oc- 
cupational training. One of every 
three non-white college gradu- 


ates was employed below the 
professional level while four of 
every nine who have completed 
one to three years of college are 
working either as maids, porters, 
unskilled factory help, operators 
or common laborers, the study 
showed.

Security Council Asks 
Truce Commission to 
Report Quickly on 
Ship Seizure. 


UNITED NATIONS, N. Y.., 
Nov. 11 (UP)—The United Na- 
tions Security Council today de- 
ferred debate on Israel's charge 
that Egypt illegally seized an 
Israeli ship near the Suez Canal 
until the Palestine Mixed Ar- 
mistice Commission completes a 
report on the incident. 

Maj. Gen. Eedson L. M. Burns 
of Canada reported to the U.N. 
that the Israeli-Egyptian Mixed 
Armistice Commission had re- 
sumed meetings to speed con- 
sideration of the case involving 
the 500-ton Israeli ship Bat | 
Galim. 

In a 19-minute session, the 
Council accepted the suggestion 
of its November president, Hen- 
ri Hoppenot of France, that the 
commission be instructed to deal 
with the latest Suez incident, 
“with utmost diligence” and to 
report back “with the least de- 
lay possible.” He emphasized 
that the commission should re- 
port before the end of Novem- 
er.

New Measures. 

Moving at his usual fast pace, 
Mendes-France announced last 
night a series of new measures 
designed to trim alcohol con- 
sumption. Among them are rules 
barring the sale of spirits be- 
tween 5 and 10 a.m., limiting 
the number of bars. and home 
distillers and closing cafes one 
day a week. Liquor taxes are 
to be increased 20 per cent. 

Some of the new regulations 
—<disclosed following a five-hour 
Cabinet meeting—go into effect 
immediately. The Premier 
wanted to get a start on the 
program before he visits the 
United States and Canada next

extended straight down and 
seemed in fact to be pulling 
against an imaginary weight 
they could not lift. 
. Heron, a gray-haired man 
of notable poise, was demon- 
strating the hypnotic technique 
as a valuable weapon for physi- 
cians and dentists. Earlier, he 
had said it was all a matter of 


a person’s receptivity, under

Hypnotism was widely used 
by surgeons as an anesthetic be- 
fore the discovery of ether. Dr. 
Walter W. Sackett Jr. of Miami, 
Fla., told a symposium. Since 
World War I, medical interest in 
the technique has revived. 

During his demonstration, Dr. 
Heron kept up a running patter, 
sometimes addressed to the sub- 
jects and sometimes to those 
looking on. The voice was crisp 
and matter-of-fact.

Here Republican Dewey Short, a 
veteran of 22 years in Congress and 
chairman of the House Armed Serv- 
ices Committee, was given the closest 
race in his career.

Smith, chairman of the Short-for- 
Congress committee, recognized this 
as a “no” vote for Short. There 
seems to be no answer to it except re- 
sentment acainst the Administration 
farm policies.

Progress in a Building Code 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: *° 


A bill has been introduced in the 
Board of Aldermen to amend part 
of the St. Louis building code to per- 
mit panel wall construction on multi- 
ple-story construction of less than 
200 feet in height. The panels are 
required to meet certain fire resist- 
ance value. 

In reviewing the bill, I personally 
do not completely concur with the 
low fire resistance value of the pan- 
els, but I do believe this is*the nec- 
essary step forward in the progress 
of the City of St. Louis. 

Upon investigating, I found that 
there are certain building trade 
unions opposing this type of con- 
struction. This, perhaps, is to be ex- 
pected. However, panel wall con- 
struction in multiple-story building is 
now permissible in such cities as 
New York, Pittsburgh, Dallas, Den- 
ver and many others. A good exam- 
ple of this type of construction is the 
Aluminum Company of ‘America 
building in Pittsburgh in which all 
stories of the 21 story structure are 
‘sheathed in lightweight panel wall 
construction. 

Unless St. Louis recognizes that its 
building code must keep up with the 
changing patterns in the construction 
industry, St. Louis will not have its 
fair share of progress in the multiple- 
story construction field. 

This is to advise that we must not 
let such selfish interests stand in 
the way of construction progress. If 
we do, all phases of the construction 
industry in this area will suffer.

Thousands of words will pour from the United 
States Senate during the McCarthy censure 
debate, but the essential contrast between the 
two. sides is unlikely to be presented any more 
strikingly than it was on the first day. 

On the one side stood Senator Arthur Wat- 
kins, the solid, prosy, serious, conservative Re- 
publican from Utah. He was the very epitome 
of the case for censure which his six-man bi- 
partisan committee brought in. He exemplified 
in his own person that committee's painfully 
cautious search for facts and justice in the 
controversy. 

How could anyone doubt, on hearing Sen- 
ator Watkins, that the select committee had 
taken immense pains to be impartial and fair? 
That it had avoided emotion almost to the 
point of tedium in its determination to uphold 
the dignity of the Senate while examining with 
scrupulous care the 46 charges filed against 
Senator McCarthy? That it had indeed achieved 
that rarity in congressional history, a quasi- 
judicial inquiry by men who had divested them- 
selves as far as was humanly possible of pre- 
conceived opinions? 

Not only was the justice of the investigation 
clearly established. Equally apparent, to every 
person familiar with McCarthy's career, was the 
fact that the boiled-down residue of charges 
on which the committee recommended cen- 
sure fairly represented the spirit of McCarthy’s 
conduct in general. The behavior here ex- 
amined has been by no means extraordinary. 
It has been typical. 

And so the Watkins committee’s verdict on 
that conduct was impressive. 

Contemptuous. Contumacious. Denunciatory. 
Reprehensible. 

On the other side, there he stood—the grizzled 
political freebooter, the radical, the irrespon- 
sible, the primitive, the mountebank. Could 
there be a greater contrast? 

Here was the extravagant egotism of a man 
who could bold himself up as the single most 
important enemy of Communism, when in fact 
the free warld is thronged with more effective 
fighters for freedom than he. 

Here was the incredible gall of one who could 
suggest with a straight face that, in calling him 
to book, Senator Watkins, and the select com- 
mittee, and the whole Senate, are doing the 
work of Communism. 

Here was the catch-as-catch-can desperation of 
the political alley fighter as he trotted out all 
the tried and now slightly tarnished tricks—the 
effort to divert debate from issues to personali- 
ties, the attempted self-martyrization, the sum- 
moning of his favorite witness, The Daily Work- 
er, the prepublicatian of his opening speech in a 
grab for blanketing headlines. 

He tried everything. He will go on trying it, 

no doubt, till the end. And when he has run 
through his repertoire of vituperation, the Sen- 
ate will have ta vote on a simple question which 
has nothing to do with Communism, with anti- 
Communism, or with anti-anti-Communism. 
. The question is: “Has Senator McCarthy 
brought the Senate into disrepute?” The open- 
ing daysef debate answered that question as 
thoroughly as Senator McCarthy has answered 
it by his conduct many times before. 
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School Architects Come High 

Should the St. Louis Sehool Board maintain 
a large, permanent and costly architectural di- 
vision of its own, even though it could save 
money by eliminating that activity and hiring 
outside architects whenever they were needed? 

A. T. Kearney & Co., the Chicago business 
consultants who examined the school system’s 
non-teaching departments, have answered with 
a resounding No. They think the board could 
save ‘substantial sums by employing outsiders 
when needed. On the $17,230,000 bond issue 
building program, for example, the people might 
have saved between $350,000 and $500,000 if 
outsiders instead of the board's captive depart- 
ment had handled the work, Kearney reported. 

Why has the board permitted this sort of 
thing to take place? The ostensible reason is a 
legal opinion dating back to March 1916. The 
board’s attorney at that time held that the 
statutes in effect required the maintenance of 
a costly captive division. This has been one of 
the most enduring, most respected opinions of 
this century. 

The fact that no effort has been made to 
challenge the validity of the opinion, or simply 
to get the Legislature to change the law when 
such a change is so clearly in the public in- 
terest, speaks volumes for the kind of manage- 
ment that has been at the helm at 911 Locust 
street. 


Now, however, Board Member Henry O. White- 
side is attempting to set in motion the machin- 
ery for a court challenge. He intends to bring 
the situation to a head with respect to the pro- 
posed new Ames School, and he deserves the full 
support of the board. And if this matter is not 
cleared up by next January, St. Louis's delegates 
to the Legislature ought to doa it the easy way: 
simply change the law. 
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Stand Up and Say That 

To those few citizens who stil] think their 
votes don't count, or at least would have little 
effect on an election, the returns (still being 
checked and rechecked) from last week's na- 
tional balloting supply a complete answer. A 
vote counts, all right. 

In New York state, for example, Averell Har- 
riman won the governorship from Senator 
Irving Ives by 11,749 votes out of 5,099,143 cast 
—or at least that was one late report from a 
recanvass. Mr. Harriman’s margin was .002. To 
put it another way, if about one tenth of 1 per 
cent of New York voters had changed their 
minds—one in every thousand—Senator Ives 
would have won. 

By the same token, if 1014 voters had changed 
their minds in Oregon, Senator Guy Cordon 
would be returning to the Senate instead of 
losing his seat to Richard L. Neuberger. That 
figure is less than two tenths of 1 per cent of 
the votes cast. 

Newsweek magazine figured out that a turn- 
out of just 8254 more Republicans in Oregon, 
Wyoming and Montana “would have completely 
changed the complexion of the United States 
Senate for the next two years.” The G.O.P. lost 
three seats in those states by just that many 
votes, and also lost control of the Senate. 

On the other hand, a switch of 6245 votes in 
populous Ohio and New Jersey would have 
elected two more Democratic Senators instead 
of two Republicans. 

Right here in St. Louis, John Sartorious, Dem- 
ocrat, has just been annownced the winner over 
State Representative William Siefert in the 
Third District by 8332 votes to 8327. Sartorious 
won by only five votes. |

It Pays in Dollars, Too 

Wednesday night's “Soap Box” discussion of 
the slum problem, over KETC, developed the 
usual agreement that slums must be cleared, and 
the usual controversy on how te clear them. The 
inescapable fact is that if they are te be cleared 
some provision must be made for the people 
who inhabit them. Public housing ig the most 
effective method so far developed for housing 
low-income groups unable to pay an economic 
rent. 


It is worth remembering, too, that slum clear- 
ance pays not only in making a city a better 
place to live in, and a more pleasafit @lace to 
look at, but also in hard cash. True, the St. Louis 
Housing Authority, which manages the city's 
public housing projects, is exempt from taxes, 
But it does pay a voluntary service fee in lieu 
of taxes, And this has brought more money into 
the City Treasury than used to come from these 
areas in taxes before they were cleared. 

To date, the Housing Authority has paid 
$479,557. Had its low-rental homes not been 
built, the city would have collected $361,710 in 
taxes: probably less, since quite a bit of the old 
slum property would have deteriorated as a tax- 
producer. Even so, there is a flat gain of 
$117,847—a gain, to put it more graphically, of 
32 per cent. And that ig not the story’s end. 

Slums have always been heavy drains on the 
cities which allowed them to grow. They are the 
great breeders of crime, delinquency and dis- 
ease. They are the constant worry of every fire 
department. Even the limited attempt to cope 
with these troubles is estimated to absorb about 
45 per cent of the city's public service expendi- 
tures. Yet real property in the slums produces 
only about 6 per cent of the city’s income. Nat- 
urally, the whole picture changes when slums 
are transformed into wholesome neighborhoods. 

All of these points have been made before, 
but we need to keep them in mind. There is no 
longer a question, if there ever was, whether St. 
Louis and the other cities of the United States 
ean afford more slum clearance, They cannot af- 
ford not to clear away slums. 

And this must be impressed on Cangress 
time and time again so that it will sanction the 
Government's share of the job, a job that pays 
not only in decent living but also in dollars. 
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Until Nov. 19. 

The time originally scheduled for the Com- 
munity Chest campaign has ended with $5,210,- 
497 in that big chest. This is 85 per cent of the 
goal. Consequently the campaign has been ex- 
tended until Nov, 19. 

Two things are apparent here. One is that the 
1954 campaign has progressed’ satisfactorily and 
is a credit to its workers. The other is that 
extensions of Community Chest drives in St. 
Louls have become routine necessities, 

In the end the community usually responds 
to this one major demand for welfare work of 
many kinds. But perhaps in ane of these years 
St. Louis will not only respond in full, but on 
time. Generosity always seems happier when it 
can be wrapped up quickly in red ribbons, 
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First Step to Penal Reform 
Gov. Donnelly’s six-member committee to sur- 
vey the state penal institutions can perform an 
important publie service for the citizens of 
Missouri. 


The Governor has promised that the commit- 
tee will be given a free hand. Assuming that he 
follows up this commendable intention by per- 
mitting the group to inquire into the needs of 
the entire penal system, not merely the peni- 
tentiary alone, the people can hope for a re- 
medial program that will make sense. 

Drastic changes clearly are necessary if the 
correctional system is to do more than just hold 
men and women in bitter custody for specified 
periods of time and then turn them loose. The 
committee’s task will be to spell out in detail 
exactly what reforms*are indicated—be they 
the establishment of costly separate facilities 
for hardened criminals, psychopaths and elderly 
first offenders, or the appropriation of sufficient 
funds to attract and retain competent guards. 

The committee has less than six weeks to 
complete its task if its report is to be available 
to the Governor when he makes his legislative 
recommendations to the new General Assembly 
convening in January. That may require the 
group to werk more rapidly than would be the 
case if no time limit were set, but this situation 
cannot be helped. 

What is important is that the survey group 
get at the task with energy and determination. 
If, when the Legislature convenes, it receives 
a clear, complete blueprint for reform from the 
Governor, it will be more likely to act with 
the decisiveness the situation demands. 
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Discoveries in Drouth 

Drouth is not always as simple as it seems, 
The deaths of plants that geem to be due to lack 
of water, and the deaths of fowls that seem to be 
due to heat, may both be due to quite another 
cause altogether.

He cited Soil Conserva- 
tion Service experiments in which corn in fer- 
tilized soil got by on less than a fourth as much 
water as was required by.corn in unfertilized 


soil, and yet yielded more than four times as — 


much grain. Dr. Albrecht’s own researches dem- 
onstrated that when two groups of rabbits were 


fed different diets during the extreme summer — 


heat, one group died and the other group 
survived. | 


These findings prove anew how misguided it 
is to try to solve the problems of water conser- 
vation without the full partnership of soils spe- 
clalists, nutritionists, foresters, and other stu- 
dents of one facet or another of the complex 
unity of nature. 

Engineers, important enough in their place, 

* have taken on too exclusive an importance in 
water control. These other scientific disciplines 
must be brought to bear on the problem with 
greater force if the ill effects of drouths such as 
have wracked Missouri, Illinois and much of the 
rest of the nation in the past few years are to 
be mitigated in the future,

2. Location of the plant on the Arkan- 
sas cide of the Mississippi river will 
make it possible for new industries to 
locate in a power-rich area of Arkansas, 
rather than being forced, if they wish 
this location, to begin operations on the 
more-crowded Memphis side of the 
river. Neither Middle South Utilities, 
Inc., nor Southern Co. (who make up 
the Dixon-Yates group) do business 
now in Tennessee, and neither wishes 
to invade this TVA sector. 


3. Location of the plant outside Mem- 
phis meets the need for dispersal of vi- 
tal industrial facilities, indorsed by the 
Government’s mobilization agencies. 


4. Location of the plant at West Mem- 
phis, Ark., means that back-up power to 
keep AEC’s plant rolling will avail- 
able from the Dixon-Yates systems. 

5. AEC has absolute call on up to 
600,000 kw of the plant's 650,000-kw net 
capacity for 35 years—a long time in 
the life of an electrie utility plant, 
whether steam or hydro. 


What the Contract Guarantees 


Mississippi Valley Generating Co., 
which is the Arkansas generating firm 
established by the Dixon-Yates group, 
guarantees this firm power to AEC, ex- 
cept in unusual circumstances, such as 
flood, fire, strikes, or other acts of God 
or of violence. o 

To accomplish this, Mid-South and

while a Dixon-Yates unit is down for 
repairs or reconditioning. 

The firm cannot make more than 9 
per cent of its equity investment of 
$5,500,000. If construction costs exceed 
the estimated $107,000,000, even this 
return will be pared down. AEC and the 
firm will share in footing the extra bill. 


In the event costs rise substantially, 
to more than $117,000,000, AEC stops 
paying on the increase and the company 
foots the entire bill for the increase in 
cost. Since the contract was broached, 
cost estimates have crawled upward. 

AEC can cancel at any time on three 
years’ notice, The only serious qualifi- 
eation to this arrangement leaves the 
company in a position of risk. 

If AEC desires to cancel, it must first 
ask TVA if it needs the power. If TVA 
does not need the power, or can arrange 
to get it elsewhere, AEC’s cancellation 
takes effect within three years. 


During the fourth year, Dixon-Yates 
is obligated to withdraw from, and take 
off the bill of, AEC at least 100,000 kw 
of power. This represents one-sixth the 
eapacity for which AEC contracts. 


Enough Votes to Get Waiver 


During each of the succeeding five 
years, Dixon-Yates agrees to stop de- 
livery to AEC of another 100,000 kw, 
until the entire output of the plant has 
been channeled elsewhere. 


This means that AEC, upon cancella- 
tion, will cease each year paying for one 
sixth of Dixon-Yates power, thus per- 
mitting the contract to lapse within a 
total of nine years. 

Private construction of the new plant 
will obviate the need for a $100,000,000 
public investment in a steam generating 
plant for which need might disappear in 
the future. 

Construction of the plant soon will 
give the Administration time to decide 
what to do about private or public 


e same time continuing service to the 
TVA area. 

All government agencies who have 
played parts in drawing up the contract, 
or as consultants, have ruled favorably 
on the arrangement. This includes TVA, 
which at first vigorously protested 
AEC’s method of contracting.

A key figure in the new 
Eighty-fourth Congress will be 
a ‘veteran Virginia Democrat, 
Representative Howard Smith, 
who will become chairman of 
the.House Rules Committee.

There is 
a practical condition, however, 
which restricts the choice some- 
what. That is the seniority rule 
that governs promotions in the 
House. 


Once a Traffic Cop. 


The Rules Committee origi- 
nally was set up as a traffic di- 
recting committee to fix the 
schedule for consideration by 
the House of measures approved 
by legislative committees. But 
through the years it arrogated 
to itself legislative powers, to 
the extent of holding back bills 
from the floor. 

The scope of its authority de- 
pends somewhat upon its chair- 
man who, if he is a strong and 
able man, can exert consider- 
able influence upon legislation 
unless he is checked by the per- 
sonal intervention of the Speak- 
er and other leaders. 

We may find as the new Con- 
gress unfolds that the Rules 
Committee will again become 
the center of controversy. Twice 
in recent years Presidents of 
the United States have interest- 
ed themselves in the Rules Com- 
mittee. 


One Who Was Purged. 


Most recent was Harry Tru- 

man. During the 1948 campaign 
he made an issue of the burying 
of Fair Deal legislative mea- 
sures in House committees, in- 
cluding the Rules Committee. 
Consequently, after his re-elec- 
tion Democrats brought forward 
and put through the House a 
change in rules that clipped the 
wings of the Rules Committee. 
But, in the next Congress two 
years later, Democrats them- 
selves rescinded this rules 
change. 
Ten years earlier, President 
Roosevelt had taken notice of 
the Rules Committee which, un- 
der direction of Representative 
John J. O’Connor (Dem.), New 
York, had blocked New Deal 
bills.

LONDON BALLET 
ID EXCITING SHOW 


Corps Is Finely Disciplined 
—Guest Artists Are 
Outstanding. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 

The London Festival Ballet, 
which was formed during the 
Coronation Year as a cultural 
adjunct to this great occasion, 
opened a two-night engagement 
in St. Louis at the Kiel Audi- 
torium last night. The specific 
English character of the organi- 


zation is perserved in the finely 
disciplined corps de ballet and 
in a competent group of second- 
ary solo artists. The exciting 
qualities of the opening pro- 
gram, however, must be attrib- 
uted chiefly to the magnetism 
of the several guest artists. 

Foremost among: these was 
Tamara Toumonova who first 
came to St. Louis as a member 
of the Ballet Russe de Monte 
Carlo when she was fourteen 
years old. Mme. Toumonova, 
who recently returned to the 
stage after a temporary retire- 
ment, was much slimmer and 
had a more arresting beauty 
than in those early years. More 
important, however was her 
demonstration of greater lithe- 
ness and an improved fineness 
of detail both in “Swan Lake’: 
and the Don Quixote “Grand 
Pas de Deux” which she danced 
with Oleg Briansky. 

The articulation of her move- 
ments was immaculate in both. 
But in the “Pas de Deux” they 
had a perfected formality that 
would have seemed like kinetic 
sculpture but for the warmth of 
her personality. Briansky too 
gave a resilient and finished per- 
formance; his entrechats were 
executed with a kind of joyous 
brilliance that brought spontane- 
ous outbursts of applause from 
the audience of 2500. 

A repetition of “Schehera- 
zade” was justified by the intro- 
duction of new choreography by 
Nicholas Beriosoff which was ap- 
parently designed to accommo- 
date the talents of Istan Rabov- 
sky and Nora Kovach, the Rus- 
sian dancers who rode through 
the Iron Curtain on a subway 
train. What was once strictly a 
drama in pantomime was re- 
juvenated by pas de deux and 
solo work by Rabovsky and Ko- 
vach that made the scene more 
active and more dramatic... Ra- 
bovsky’s leaps and turns were 
spectacularly acrobatic; but they 
also had a certainty of control 
that gave them an electrifying 
grace as well. It is true that the 
drama lost some of its sensuous, 
Oriental flavor in the process; it 
was little more than a moving 


|background for the two central 


figures—Zobeide and the Favor- 
ite Slave. But the net gain more 
than offset the loss. 

The third ballet, “Nari” a 
one act potpourri done in pic- 
turesque, nicely laundereu i.u- 
ian peasant @ostumes was quite 
charming in its effect but not 
particularly arresting. Toni Lan- 
der, a tall, willowy girl with a 
supple grace that made her 
pleasant to watch, was the cen- 
ter of interest. 

The company brought a large 
orchestra which played accept- 
ably, though the concertmaster 
should have brushed up his ca- 
denzas for “Scheherazade.”

“The handsome illustrated 
book that Director (Perry) Rath- 
bone has edited for the show is 
a memento I shall take back 
with me and always treasure.” 

Mother an American, 

Jenyns has other connections 
with America, he explained. His 
mother was born in Philadel- 
phia, and one of his ancestors, 
also named Soame Jenyns, was 
Commissioner of Trade and 
Plantations at the time of the 
Boston Tea Party. 

The Commissioner, a Whig, 
sympathized with the Colonies. 
His portrait was painted by Sir 
Joshua Reynolds, president of 
England's Royal Academy, and 
he died in 1787. 

When he did get around to 
examining Oriental antiquities 
here, Jenyns pronounced a Chi- 
nese painting of a swimming 
fish dating from the Sung dy- 
nasty “the very finest of its 
kind” that he had ever seen. 
For five years he lived in China 
and studied Chinese antiquities. 

The painting, the work of Liu 
Ts’Ae, was presented to the 
museum here by the late Wil- 
liam K. Bxby. “When he bought 
it,” Jenyns said, “he got a pre-

The Fine Arts Quartet, with 
a local following already built 
up by means of phonograph 
records, made its St. Louis bow 
last night, playing the second 
of eight Washington University 
chamber music concerts. And

Also Cites 
Use of TV 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 11 (AP) 
—The future of boxing’s “¢x- 
clusive contract” rested today 
with the Supreme Court, weigh- 
ing a Government challenge of 
the International Boxing Club. 

The Government urged the 
court to declare the fight game 
to be a business engaged in in- 
terstate commerce. Such a rul- 
ing would threaten the tight 
control the I.B.C. has exercised 
over championship fights for the 
last five years. 


There was no way to deter- 
mine when the court might rule 
on the Justice Department’s ap- 
peal from a ruling by the United 


ern New York, but a decision is 
not expected for several months. 

The district court denied the 
Government’s monopoly charge. 
It held that boxing is analogous 
to baseball and the Supreme 
Court already has ruled baseball 
to be exempt from the nation’s 
anti-trust laws. 

In legal arguments before the 
high court yesterday, the I.B.C. 
attorneys centered on the base- 
ball precedent, contending that 
when baseball was exempted 
from the anti-trust laws, so were 
boxing and all other professional 
sports. 

Income From TV Rights. 

Philip Elman, special assist- 
ant to the Attorney General, 
said in arguing the Govern- 
ment’s case that the boxing set- 
up is in no way comparable to 
that in baseball. He based much 
of his argument on- the wide- 
spread use ef television in box- 
ing events. He said promoters 
get most of their fight income 
from TV rights and that as far 
as they were concerned, “fights 
might just as well be put on in 
TV studios.” 

Whitney North Seymour, an 
I.B.C. attorney, countered that 
baseball collects 10 times as 
much money from TV contracts 
as does boxing. 

As with the latest baseball 
case, decided last November, 
much of the argument revolved 
around the intent of Congress 
when it passed the anti-trust 
law back in 1890. 

Chief Justice Earl Warren 
suggested that Congress later 
took a different view of base- 
ball and boxing because it 
passed a law making it a crim- 
inal offense to transport box- 
ing films across state lines. 

Charles H. Watson, another 
I1.B.C. attorney, told the Chief 
Justice he was confusing “the 
report of the game and the 
game itself.” TV, just like 
newspapers, radio and motion 
pictures, Watson said, is con- 
cerned with reporting fights. 
He added that he wasn’t con- 
tending these media aren’t in 
interstate commerce. 

Argument Over 1953 Decision. 

Elman said the court in 
its. 1953 baseball ruling didn’t 
actually declare baseball to be 
outside the scope of the anti- 
trust laws. All the court did, 
Elman said, was to declare that 
it wasn’t going to upset its own 
1922 ruling that baseball was 
not a business in interstate 
commerce within the meaning of 
the act. 

Justice Felix Frankfurter sug- 
gested that Elman was telling 
the court not to be “capricious” 
in tying baseball and boxing 
into the same package. 

“I agree with you complete- 
ly,” said Elman.

Lewis, Primo Carnera and Jack 
Britton. 

Haack also had a big hand 
in developing Memphis’ only 
NBA champion, Gorilla Jones, 
who won the middleweight title 
in 1931 by beating Tiger Thomas 
at Milwaukee. .

IT SOUNDED PRETTY GOOD to us, so we 
flew to Usumbura from Leopoldville and were 
given a Government car to drive for three days 
through the country.

Naturally we were 
very interested in meeting a real African chief, 
fio matter how much danger was involved. 


We were told that there was a chief at Kay- 
anza, on the road to Astrida, and that it was 
possible he would talk to us. We were very 
excited. Israel Shenker, of “Time” and “Life,” 
and Joe Covello, of “Collier’s;’ who were travel- 
ing with us, also wanted to meet a native chief, 
but we -were not sure exactly what it would 
entail.

We told the other two that we had brought

THUS WE WENT FORTH to meet Chief 
Baranyanka, ruler of the Watusi tribes between 
Usumbura and Astrida. 

It was easy to find the village and we were 
given directions to where he lived. While we 
were busy looking for his hut, we passed a 
large yellow brick house. We rang the door- 
bell and a tall man in a custom-tailored suit 
with a striped school tie and Oxford shirt 
answered the bell. 

We asked to speak to the chief and he said 
in very good French that he was the chief, and 
invited us into his home. His living room was 
furnished in modern, with a radio and phono- 
graph, silver candelabra, modern African sculp- 
ture and Persian carpets. Some hut.

“CAN I GET YOU something to drink?” he 
asked us. 

Before we could refuse, he gave us our choice 
of Lanson champagne 1947 or Lanson cham- 
pagne 1949, Remy Martin cognac, Black and 
White scotch and Tuborg beer.

Chief Baranyanka explained to us he was 
a coffee grower and owned plantations over an 
area of 60 square miles.

“How do you get around the country?” we 
asked him. 

“T have a Cadillac and a Buick. I have asthma, 
so I don’t like to fly.” 

Baranyanka told us his house had six rooms, 
but he had another guest house in the back for 
his children and guandehildren. He was Catholic 
and attended mass regularly.

someone asks for a recipe, 
we leave no stone unturned.

Some time ago we received a 
request for a recipe for the 
chopped relish which they used 
to put on hot dogs in “Coney 
Island” restaurants. We broad- 
cast an appeal, and all we got 
for our efforts were some let- 
ters and postcards from people 
saying they’d like to have the 
recipe, too, in case we found it. 
One man wrote to tell us that a 
restaurant in Trenton, N.J., still 
serves the stuff, but he didn’t 
know how they made it. 


However, it turned up in to- 
day’s mail, and it came from 
Mrs. Charles Murphy of Council 
Bluffs, Ia, “I saw your request 
for the recipe for chopped relish 
for hot dogs,” she wrote, “and 
here it is. It came from a Greek 
restaurant where we used to eat. 

“Grind half of a large head of 
cabbage and two large onions. 
Salt it well and cover it (I put 
mine in a fruit jar) and let it 
stand for at least two hours. 
You can use it straight or you 
can mix a little chili with it, as 
some hot-dog places do, or you 
can use it with mustard.”

M other recipe, one of her own, 

which she thought might 
bring pleasure to a lot of hearty 
eaters. It’s a variation of 
stewed chicken, and it’s made 
like this: 


Cut up and stew one large 
fat hen. When it's nearly ten- 
der, add two cups of diced cele- 
ry, two large sliced onions, one 
diced green pepper and one cup 
of well washed rice. There 
should be about a quart of broth 
in the pot when you add the 
vegetables. 

Let it cook slowly until the 
rice and vegetables are done. 
The rice should take up most 
of the liquid. When you're 
ready to serve it, add a can of 
cream of mushroom soup. Mes- 
sy, but oh, so good!”

R. J. Graf writes and wants to 
know if we can tell him how to 
make the hard taffy he used to 
buy 60 years ago. You just can’t 
buy taffy like that any more, he 
says. 

Well, many things seem better 
in retrospect, and not being a 
taffy fancier, I couldn't say how 
today’s taffy stacks up with that 
of 60 years ago. However, we 
can tell him how to make the 
kind of taffy we used to make 
when we were a boy. It was 
called vinegar taffy. 

You start by melting a couple 
of tablespoons of butter in a 
quart sauce pan. Roll it around 
to grease the sides. Mix half 
a cup of water with two table- 
spoons of vinegar and bring it 


to a boil. Then put in two cups 
of sugar and stir it and keep 


on stirring it until it is com- 
letely dissolved. Cover the pan 
et it cook three to five minutes, 
or until the sugar crystals are 
melted down from the side of 
the pan. Then take the cover 
off the pan and let it doil until 
it reaches a hard ball stage. A 
hard ball is one’ that holds its 
shape, but is pliable. 

Have a platter buttered. Pour 
the candy onto the platter, but 
don’t scrape the pan. Let it cool 
until it can be handled. At this 
point, Mr. Graf, you’re on your 
own. The idea is to work it and 

ull it until it has a satin-like 
inish and will break off when 
you hit it. We always wound up 
with a satin-like finish on our 
hands and arms which sometimes 


took hours to remove, and we 
would break when hit.

HILE we're on the subject 
of candy, there’s one kind I 
can make, and that’s fudge. 
Old-fashioned fudge. I’m going 
to let you in on an old southern 
recipe which will make you the 
envy of all your friends. You 
should be warned to begin with 
that it’s not an easy method. It’s 
making fudge the hard way. But 
in my book there is no short cut 
to good fudge. It takes work. 

First, melt two squares of 
cooking chocolate in the bottom 
of a saucepan. Then heat three- 
f of a cup of milk and 
pour that on the chololate and 
stir them over a low flame until 
the milk and chocolate are well 
blended, This takes a bit of time 
and stirring. Don’t let it boil, or 
even simmer, 

Now, with the chocolate blend- 
ed, pour in two cups of sugar. 
Leave the pan over low heat and 
start e sugar. Keep 
stirring, without letting it boil, 
until the sugar is completely dis- 
solved. You can tell when it no 
longer feels gritty beneath the 


spoon. 

If you have stirred it as long 
as you should, it will start boil- 
ing very sho after you quit 
stirring. Let it boil until it 
begins to thicken and boil down, 
and then be ready to test it. 
The success of this or any fudge 
depends a lot on cooking it just 
the right length of time. It 
should make a soft ball in cold 
water, but not too soft. Truth 
of the matter is, nothing but 
experience can tell you just ex- 
actly how the ball should be. 
In time you'll learn to tell. 


When you think the fudge is 
done, take it off the fire. Drop 
a stick of butter into the center 
of it, and toss in half a teaspoon 
of vanilla. Then let it sit until 
it cools. It should cool until the 
bottom of the pan is barely 
warm to your hand. Then start 
beating. 

This is going to be hard work, 
s0 brace yourself. Keep beating 
until the fudge begins to lose 
its gloss and thicken. When it is 
almost dull—and it will start 
turning dull fast when the time 
comes—pour it on a buttered 
platter. If you've done it right, 
it will be thick, and rich-looking, 
and when you eat it you will be

He Finds Antiques Easy to Live With 


Museum Curator Donald Shelley Says They Can Fit in With Modern Design, Stir Interest in History

AKE the word of a man who 
T has been collecting and talk- 

ing about antiques since his 
college days, you don’t have to 
banish to the dust and obscurity 
of the attic that chair you in- 
herited from Great Uncle Wil- 
liam just because the rest of 
your furniture is contemporary 
in design. 


Assuming it’s a good design, 
it will stand on its own four 
feet as a decorative piece. But 
what's» more, it might inspire 
you and your friends to bone up 
on early American history .and 
see what was happening to the 
rest of the country while Great 
Uncle William was sitting down 
in his favorite armchair. 


That’s one of the values of 
collecting antiques, according to 
Donald Shelley, curator of fine 
arts at the Henry Ford Museum 
in Dearborn, Mich. The more 
you look for old pieces of fur- 
niture and glassware and other 
household items of yesterday, 
the more you want to know 
about the world in which they 
first appeared,

T LEAST, that’s what hap- 
A pened to him. Shelley, who 

spoke here the other day be- 
fore the Women’s Association of 
the Missouri Historical Society 
and at Lammert Furniture Co., 
started out to be an art teacher. 
But the more he learned about 
furniture, the more he delved 
into early American history. As 
a result, he changed from a po- 
tential professor to a museum 
director and lecturer, and has 
been associated with some of 
the outstanding museums of the 
country. 


A native of York, Pa., he 
graduated from Pennsylvania 
State College, took his master’s 
degree at Harvard and his doc- 
tor’s degree at New York Uni- 
versity. The collecting bug bit 
him during his’ collegiate career 
and now the Shelley home in 
Grosse Ile, Mich., is liberally 
dotted with memories of other 
eras, thanks to Shelley’s con- 
stant search through the na- 
tion’s antique shops, and Mrs. 
Shelley’s patient acquiescence 
when a new piece of furniture, 
glassware or china makes its 
appearance at the front door. 

“Once you start,” He warned, 
“you can’t stop. It’s like a drug,

Designing Woman 


Final Refinishing Step | 


By Elizabeth Hillyer 


HEN a piece of furniture 
Witt has just been refinished 
is a disappointment, the rea- 
son so often is that the finish 
isn’t quite finished. This is the 
trouble in Mrs. S. J.’s case. 
She writes, “Why is it that the 
furniture I refinish always has a 


shiny, raw look instead of the . 


mellow, satiny glow I hope for? 
I’ve tried several kinds of var- 
nish.” 

Take just one more step, Mrs. 
J. Do as the makers of fine fur- 
niture do, give the wood after its 
final coat of varnish a good rub- 
bing down with pumice stone 
and oil or water. The pumice 
stone is a light abrasive which 
takes down the gloss of varnish 
and leaves the wanted satiny 
look. 

Make a rubbing block by tying 
a soft cloth over a block of 
wood. Make a thin mixture of 
powdered pumice and water or 
boiled linseed oil and rub it 
into the furniture with long 
strokes, evenly and with the 
grain of the wood.

Fix It Yourself 


Cracks Around Bathtubs. 


UR little problem for today 
has to do with that crack— 
sometimes small and some- 
times big—which so often ap- 
pears between the rim of a re- 
cessed bathtub and the tile wall. 


This crack is known in the 
trade as a “shrinkage crack” 
and it’s caused—not by the bath- 
tub or tile shrinking—but be- 
cause of shrinkage of the wood- 
work to which the tub and tile 
are fastened. 


If you really want to get into 
this subject you will find that 
if the tub is hung from the 
same wall as the tile, these 
cracks do not appear but that's 
another story. Our problem is 
to fill the crack with something 
that won’t fall out. 


If you want to get by easily 
and cheaply you can fill the

This does a good job 
because it never becomes hard 
and won't crack out. On the 


other hand, it doesn't look per- 
fect. 

There are, however, several 
very fine compounds which can 
be applied to the crack and when 
they are dry, coated with a liquid 
glaze. 


The advantage of the glaze is 
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just as our homes today may 
combine different periods. Re- 
member, those people inherited 
chairs from their great uncles, 
too. So if we have been given 
a piece of antique furniture by 
a friend or a member of the 
family, put it right into the 
room with the rest of the fur- 
niture and it can maintain its 
own position as a fine piece. 
Too, it becomes a conversation 
piece and that is a stimulant to 
study about the world which 
inspired the design.” 

Contrary to the opinions of 
many an American husband who 
wearily follows his wife through 
antique shops, a houseful of pe- 
riod pieces wouldn't be bad. In 
fact, it could be quite pleasant 
and attractive. 

“Antiques are really quite 
easy to live with,” he said. 
“They're like old friends. They 
have family associations or they 
remind you of friends who gave 
them to you, 

“But they don’t have to be 
uncomfortable to be genuine.”

HE only way a novice can 
learn about buying antiques, 
says Shelley, is to buy one. 

“But before you do, go into 
museums, read up on antiques, 
learn what to look for and the 
hallmarks of the genuine. 

“Buy your antique, as we say, 
‘in the rough.’ That is, be wary 
of one which has been cleaned 
and modernized. When‘the age 
has been removed, you've lost 
the charm of the antique.” 

In defense of antiques, Shel- 
ley pointed out that people are 
too inclined to believe that the 
modern furniture “has a corner 
on functionalism, plainness, col- 
or and lack of ornamentation.” 

“We can match all of those 
characteristics in period furni- 
ture of other eras,” he said. “But 
then furniture, like everything 
else, goes in cycles. In _ the 
eighteenth century we  pro- 
gressed from the simple lines of 
the William and Mary era on 
into the Queen Anne and to the 
Chippendale. A _ corresponding 
cycle in the nineteenth century 
took us from the Greek classi- 
cal to the Empire and on into 
the ornate Victorian. We seem 
to return time and time again 
to certain phases of furniture 
design, just as in everything 
else.

South might well have douse 
bled again for a takeout when 
the two-spade bid came around, 
but he decided to urge a club 
game and let it go at that. 

West opened the spade king, 
and when the dummy was 
spread South saw that the con- 
tract was not exactly a laydown. 
Still, a 2-2 trump break would 
make things easy, since dummy 
could discard a diamond on 
South's long heart and then ruff 
South’s third diamond—so South 
laid down the ace of trumps. 

When, however, West played 
the jack on the first trump lead, 
South went into a long huddle. 
There would not have been any 
conceivable reason for West to 
false-card, and so South decided 
that the trumps had really been 
divided 3-1. That called for a 
very different technique. 

South led and overtook the 
heart jack, ruffed a spade, then 
led his low heart to the nine and 
ruffed another spade. Now, still 
ignoring the trump suit, he over- 
took his heart 10 in dummy, led 
the last spade and, when East 
threw off a diamond, followed 
East’s example, giving the trick 
to West. 

West now had a sorry choice 
—shifting to diamonds and set-, 
ting up South’s king, or leading 
another spade. He chose the 
latter. South ruffed on the 
board while he got rid of an- 
other diamond, then simply drew 
East’s trumps and cashed the 
thirteenth heart for the con- 
tract. 

Two important points should 
be taken into account. First, 
South could not. afford to draw 
two rounds of trumps at the 
start. Second, with the play go- 
ing as it did, it may seem that 
East could have saved his side 
by ruffing the fourth spade, thus 
preventing a throw-in against 
West. But this is not so. Try
